Indian Affairs Again. 

On Friday we placed before our 
roElora a lummnrj of the principal 
provisions of tho Qu'Appollo Treaty 
rocently concluded between the Do- 
minion G/overnmant and tho North- 
West Indians. The organ of tho Lo- 
oal Government, with more cheek than 
brains, claims that its masters are 
completely exonerated by what the 
Dominion Government are doing for 
the Indians iu tho North- West Terri- 
tory — that the Mackenzie Government 
is overlooking the natives of tho Pro- 
vince. Now, tho audacity of this 
must bo apparent. In tho Rev. Mr. 
Grandidior'a excellent letter, which 
our contemporary bo reluctantly pub- 
lished, the following passage occurr- 
ed: This (land) they have asked from 
the Indian Commissioner. They are 
anxious to obtain no money, nor any 
otherlcompenaation will they accept in 
its stead." But surely it needed not 
Fatuor Graudidier to toll us that. 
Everybody knows that laud must con- 
stitute tho basis, tho primary element 
in any troaty with tho Indians, and 
that wore tho Dominion Government 
to approach them with presents of any- 
kind while yet the land question re- 
mains unsettled, it would only make 
matters worse by exciting suspicious 
that such gifts were in the nature of a 
bribe to cheat them out of their right- 
ful inheritance. It is clearly the Lo- 
cal Government, therofore, that stops 
fr-he way not only to a proper adjust- 
ment of the laud question but the 
money and other presents and benefits 
that would doubtless follow.

Again, in referanco to tho new cut off, he 
•ays, "I recommended the road to he 
out." As this out-ofF avoids the great 
fault of the old trail, the wet ll it at Kol 
veuside,and the steep hill to the north of 
it, Mr. Dods thus acknowledges thiit 
there is a good practicable route to the 
Cowichan river, and that his patriotism 
km consisted iu advocating a costly routo 
to have tho trunk road pant his own door. 
If tho Kokesalah road is not the best of 
its length iu tho district, and the new 
cut-off a costly, impracticable route, then 
Mr.Dods was guilty of falsehood in wrong- 
ly advising tho Chief Commissioner. 
Which horn of tho dilemma will he 
chooso ? He may say it will require eight 
or nine thousand dollars to bridge Cow- 
ichan river; but that will require better 
proof than his hare assertion. What 
•hall we nay of our Chief Commissioner, 
who, although informed, not only by tho 
aettlers, but by residents of Victoria 
owning property in that district, gentlo 
men of established veracity, that tho 
cheapest and best route was through 
Kokesalah, persisted in expending a largo 
sum of ruonoy without due enquiry ? I 
leave him to tho pity of his friends and 
the contempt of his enemies.

-lightly convivial turn himself, wroto 
back that the accused was a jolly good 
fellow, which was perfectly true. At all 
events there was no court formed, there 
was no trial, no witnesses for tho prose- 
cution culled; had there been this chargo 
would have beeuoaaily substantiated. 

A little Inter these trifling irregulari- 
ties were forced upon tho Bishop's atten- 
tion in a way that left him no alternative 
but to notice it. Ono would suppose that 
tlio head of tho Churoh immediately took 
steps to punish tho offender and prevent 
him from again being placed in a posi- 
tion where ho could do such grievous 
bodily harm to tho causo lie represent- 
ed.

It appears 
doubtful what privileges and immunities 
are conferred on the aivinoly appointed 
successor of tho Apostles; but certainly 
an exemption from tho necessity of 
speaking tho truth must bo one of them. 

Really tho modest self-assurance of the 
Bishop is most refreshing to a simple 
mind. On the ono hand wo see open and 
degrading vices condoned, tho oflender 
being deeply conscious of tho Bishop's 
divine appointment; on the other the re- 
lentless persecution of ono who, if he has 
erred, has done so in obediouce to tho 
dictates of hia conscience, and whoso of- 
fence was not against religion and moral- 
ity; but what appears, at all events to 
lookers-on, the far more venal ono of op- 
posing the Bishop's authority, when he 
thought, however erroneusly that that 
humble follower of his Lord wns claim- 
ing rights which would affect tho indo- 
poudenco of his Church and flock. 

For this offence, and I do not for ono 
moment deny that it was an offence, we 
havo seen a new Star Chamber constitut- 
ed where one man nominated his own as- 
sistant judges, and is himself prosecutor, 
witness, judge, jury* and executioner. 

It is positively heartrending to think 
how tho Bishop must sigh for tho good 
old times when tho stake and scaffold 
were tho reward meted out by tho suc- 
cessors of the Apostles to them who had 
the misfortune to differ from them in 
matters of faith. 

I would respectfully suggest to the 
Bishop that when ho stands in thatpnlpit 
to-day, and looks round on that Church, 
built by tho Christ Church congregation, 
for their beloved pastor who has in his 
long labors here won tho respect and 
love of almost the entire community, he 
could hardly find a more appropriate 
text for tho occasion than "Now Barabbaa 
was a lobber."

.Easteru States. 

Virginia, Nov., Oct. 30— Ashaft in tho 
Bolchor mine was. discovered to bo on 
fire by vast volumos of smoko pouring 
out of the mouth of tho shaft. An alarm 
was sounded by the various firo bells and 
by tho machine works whistles, which 
brought out the firo department in full 
force and they hurried to tho scone of ac- 
tion followod by thousands of spectators, 
including women and children, fearing 
that husbands and fathers w ho wore em- 
ployed in tho mines might perish in the 
flames. An immense stream of water was 
brought to bear on tho firo. Half an 
hour after tho commencement of tho firo 
tho flames, which had been smothering, 
burst up into tho air with terrific violence 
for a distance of several hundred foot, 
hurling fragments of rock in ovary direc- 
tion. At this stago the flames resembled 
a huge volcano. A fow men woro at work 
in the'shaft when tho fire hroko out. and 
met with a narrow escape from death. 



The I,epirie Trial- 

Fort Garry, Man., Oct. 15th. 
Tho Lopine trial occupies the Court 
exclusively and public attention large- 
ly. Tho itov. George Young was on 
tho witness stand four hours. Mr. 
Chapleau mado persistent efforts to 
draw from this witness the admission 
that Rail's Government was recognized 
as tho Government of the country, and 
when witness finally declared that Reil, 
etc., vrere regarded only ns leaders of 
a mob or banditti, the statement drew 
loud applause from tho crowded n,U' 
dienoe, a c|oinoijstratiou which called 
forth a withering rebuke from the 
Judge, who directed tho Sheriff to 
bring, if possible, tho offenders before 
him, and ho WQhld punish them, severe- 
ly. The Court, whinh way continually 
crowded, adjourijod hast night at ten till 
Wednesday at a quarter to oleven.

An event more notable that the death 
of tho managing editor has now oc- 
curred and remains unrecorded. The 
influence of the city editor of a Lon- 
don daily is second only to that of the 
editor-in-chief. In New York he 
would bo called "the money editor" or 
" Wall-strreet editor." City editor is 
tho term in vogue here. During 
twenty-livo years or thereabout Mr. 
Marmaduke Sampson has been city 
editor of tho "Times," and in that ca- 
pacity has wielded enormous power. 
How ho has exorcised that power is a 
question about which opinions differ. 
His predecessor abused it for specu- 
lative ends, was summarily dismissed, 
and committed suicide. Mr. Sampson 
at that timo filled a secretarial or other 
confidential position iu tho Bank of 
England, and therefore ontored tho 
service of the "Times" with a certain 
eclat among city men. In his way ho 
lias been a little king. His smile has 
been sought, his frown dreaded, by 
capitalists, bankers, and that undolin- 
able class known as "promoters." The 
success or failure of many an enter- 
prise has been traceable to his "dic- 
tum" in tho "Times." An authority 
so absolute could not bo exorcised 
throughout the greater part of a gen- 
eration without exposing its possessor 
to severe and not seldom ungenerous 
criticism. It is easy to attributo cor- 
rupt motives to the author of an opin- 
ion which prejudically affects one's 
yersonal interest; and though Mr. 
Sampson had been wise as Solon and 
pure as an angel, bis course would not 
have escaped censure. Americans 
have considered that they had special 
ground of complaint against him, and 
undoubtedly hisgreatest mistakes have 
been connected with Amoricsn enter- 
prises and finances. Tho tono ho 
maintained during the civil war in ro- 
gavd to Federal securities led British 
investors to neglect great opportune 
ties, and indirectly afforded solid en- 
couragement to the enemies of the 
Union. This error of judgment has 
not been forgotten, and gives point 
aud venom to the allegations of parties 
who have considered themselves ag. 
grieved. Not less conspicuous, aud 
much more questionable havoboengome 
of his blunders since the war, The ap- 
parent caprk'iousness of hia judgments 
has often beeu provoking, to say the 
least. Sound American projects havo 
boon condom ned, unsound projects en- 
couraged. Tho Mineral Hill mining 
scheme received all the aid he could 
render it, aud when the collapse came 
sufferers remembered that really meri- 
torious enterprises had been belittled 
and condemned. The assistance ren- 
dered to tho Emma mino speculation 
brought matters to a crisis, and I 
have before mo a pungent anonymous 
pamphlet, issued at the time, devoted 
to a recapitulation of Mr. Sampson 'b 
mistakes. His censors have since been 
outspoken aud the magnate of tbo 
"Times" cquld nqt pass them unheed- 
ed. A freo-lanco sheet, entitled the 
"World," tho other week presented a 
formidable indictment, and now it is 
known that Mr. Sampson is no longer 
city editor of the "Times." A monarch 
dethroned becomes plain Mr, Smith, 
and Mr. Sanpson, divested of tho pow- 
er of help or hurt, is once moro an or- 
dinary mortal. Tho fact that lie re- 
tires with an ample fortune is mado to 
colour the most malignant accusations. 
Few of his accusers, however, came in- 
to Court withcleau hands. Their little 
game had been spoiled, and though 
for tho moment they attaok Mr. 
Sampson, their bitterest quarrels are 
among themselves. Tho "World" 
this week associates with him Mr. Mc- 
Ewen, a speculator well known in 
connection M'ith the Grand Trunk 
Railway of Canada, and just now mix- 
ed up in the popular mind with the 
effort to "bull" tho stock of tho exist- 
ing Atlantic cablo, and to "boar" the 
"diroct" cable np\y being laid. Mr. 
Edmund Yates is tho reporter audoditor 
of the 'World;' but rumour also con- 
nects with it a richer and more in- 
lluential man— Mr, Henry Labouchoro 
formerly member of Parliament for 
ono of tho Middlesex constituencies, 
one of the proprietors of the "Daily 
News," and the writer of a rather re- 
markable series of letters, which have 
been republished under tho titlo, 
"Diary of tho Besieged Resident in 
Paris." Mr, Labouohero launched a 
pamphlet against Mr. McEwon, apro- 
pos of transactions paraded in the 
" World" to the detriment of tho lato 
city editor, and McEwen has privately 
published a counter blast, the main 
point of which is tho allegation that 
Mr. Laboucbere is offended because 
not admitted to participation \i\ the 
schemes, hq don Amice's. On both 
sides tho vending is lively, and the 
Stock Exchange laughs at tho virtuous 
pretenses of tho controversialist!. 
There is nothing in the affair that in- 
jures Mr. Sampson, but it can scarcely 
add to tho pleasure of his ( olegant pri- 
vacy at Hampton Court, 

The Boecotjsqr of Mr. Sampson is 
M4. A. Crump, who has boen citv edi- 
tor of tho "Pall Mall Gazotte" almost 
from its commencement. He, too, 
graduated in the clorical force of tho 
Bank of England. Having married a 
wealthy Swedish lady, he removed to 
Sweden, and became a merchant. On 
his return ho joined tho editorial staff 
of the "Economist," whence ho passed 
to the "Ball Mall Gazette" Ho is 
tho author of a volumo on Lombard- 
street and its history, and ha,tj pon^ 
derablo rsnutia^qn uy a writer on, fi- 
nancial topics. Moreover, ho had 
beeity fortunate enough to tread tho 
devious way of tho city without 
cpuntoring slur or stain,. Tho circling 
stance implies, moro than a strangor 



might bo willing to concede. Tbo 
day is past when men of sense claim- 
ed for British financiering superior in- 
tegrity as compared with Wall street 
aud other moneyed haunts. A certain 
Pharisaism is still maintained in some 
quarters, and tho city column of tbo 
"Times" has been one of them. But 
tho pretouce fades before notorious 
facts. If you would measure the au 
dacity and greed of London "promo- 
ters," ask honourable Americans who 
havo coino hither with 'bona title' and 
meritorious projects, what prico they 
have boen constrained to pay foradmiss 
ion to bank parlours and the stock 
mart. Ask, also, what proportion of 
tho coat of manipulating a salo or a 
loan figures under tho head of 'manag- 
ing newspapers," and will ho obtain a 
key to transactions that would bo im- 
possible in New York. It must not 
ba imagined that tho whole London 
press is tainted with practices that ob- 
tain in somo of the city officers. Tho 
scrupulous care with which tho 'Daily 
News,' the "Pall Mall Gazetto," and 
"Economist" abstain even from the 
appearance of the evil is well under- 
stood, and tho wonder is that profess- 
ional etiquette binds them to silence 
in tho presence of practices that arc 
undeniable. Tho provincial dailies, 
as a class, occupy higher ground. In- 
deod, tho provincial press is, in many 
respects, a more suggestive study than 
tho press of tho metropolis, and tbo 
cleanness of its skirts is as remarkable 
as its enterprise.

For a long time rumours, occasion- 
ally taking tho form of definite and 
circumstantial statements, have been 
current on a subject which, however 
dolicato, cannot be prevented from be- 
coming a matter of public concern. 
The expenditure and the supposed pe- 
cuniary position of the Prince of 
Wales havo been freely discussed, 
gossip has busied itself with the proba- 
bility of an appeal to Parliament, and 
within the last wook or two a para- 
graph professing to givo important in- 
formation with respect to the relief of 
the Prince from his embarrassments 
has appeared in English newspapers 
and boen largely circulated on the 
Continent. The timo has arrived for 
giving a denial to statements which, if 
not contradicted, many will suppose to 
havo boen admitted. It has beeu 
stated that the debts of the Prince 
of Wales amount to an enormous sum 
— ono foreign journal places them at 
£600,000— that the propriety of apply- 
ing to Parliament for the means to pay 
them was considered by the late 
Premier, that the project was aban- 
doned through tho mistrust of the 
tompor in which it would be received, 
and that, finally, Her Majesty had 
takon upon herself to free tho Prince 
from his liabilities. Such statements 
as those being mado nnd widely be- 
lie vod, it is well they should be deh- 
nitivojy contradicted, and tho true 
position of the Prince's affairs made 
known. A more accurate knowledge 
of tho subject than now seems to 
prevail might easily bo attained, for 
thero is neither mystery nor conceal- 
ment in tho accounts, and they have 
been regularly audited since the 
Princo camo of age in 18G2, No such 
laxity in tho Prince's affairs is possible 
as could afford any substantial basis 
for tho rumours which aro abroad. 
Tho income of tho Prince of Wales is 
derived from tho annual grant made 
under the authority of Parliament and 
from tho revenues of the Duchy of 
Cornwall. Theso have hitherto suf- 
ficed tor tho maintenance of the 
Prince's establishment, notwithstand- 
ing tho expenses which he has incurred 
by having, from tho time he camo of 
ago, largely represented tho Sovereignty 
of England. At the present timo tho 
unpaid claims beforo His Rojal 
Highness' Controller amount to little 
moro than a third of tho Prince's 
annual income, and, with tho except- 
ion of ono or two accounts unsettled 
from poculiar circumstances, there is 
at present no billon tholjstof more 
than one year's standing. Tho pay- 
ments ayo periodically audited by Sir 
William Anderson. They aro regula- 
ted by tho balances in tbo banker's 
hands, and tho balances on this 1st of 
October will be moro than sufficient to 
nioet every claim on the Princo. This 
being the case, it need not bo said that 
tho rumours of sorious debt and em- 
barrassment have no substantial basis. 
Thoy have arisen from misapprehen- 
sion of tbo real facts, aud theso it may 
be as well to state. 

It is true that tlio Prince has not 
boen able to live within his income. 
From his first outranco into public life 
tho o^ponsos of his position were lar- 
ger than had boen anticipated. Imme- 
diately upon his marriage he was oall- 
td upon to assume a relation to EJug- 
lish society and to ioreign Royalties 
which does not necessarily, or even 
usually, fall to subjects, however near 
tbo Throne, Wo all bear in mind that 
tho Prinoo of Wales 1ms represented 
tho Royal Houso of England for ton 
years in visits to tho chief Courts of 
Europe, and has boon burdened with 
tbo expenditures required to discharge 
these duties. In Paris and Vienna, on 
tho banks of tho Suez Canal, and amid 
tho splendours of tho Russian capital, 
tho heir to tho British throne baa boen 
mora than an ordinary Prince, and 
could not, without what would seem 
unworthy parsimony, avoid incurring 
groat oxpenscs. A iftrgo rotinuo, long 
journeys, and a hundred minor but 
Uoaosajvry. outlays would strain a far 
larger income Minn tho Princo has ever 
recoivpd. These, hawovor, do not rc- 
pypsont a. heaviorohavgo on his resour- 
ces, than do hi« duties at home. The 
pottitian in London society of the occu- 
pants* of Marlborough Houao noed not 



bodwolt upon. To meet all those calls 
the Princo has an income which, at the 
time of its settlement, was estimated 
at X100.000 a year. As was remarked 
by tho lato Lord Derby, this is an in- 
como exceeded by the revenues of 
many private peers. Still moro is this 
tho case now, whoa somo of our load- 
ing nobles havo been heaping up 
money for years past from coal and 
iron, houses and docks. Tbo niorolv 
lixed iticomo of tho Prince of Wales 
cannot enter into competition with 
tho enormous wealth possessed by tho 
highest section of English society. Nor 
is it, indeed, for a moment to bo'desir- 
od that tbo provision assigned by Par- 
liament for the Prince's maintenance 
in a manner befitting his position 
should bo measured by any extrava- 
gont standard of luxurious expendi- 
ture. But, taking into account tho 
inevitable outgoings of every lar"-o 
incomes when associated with high 
rank and responsibility, wo aro not 
surprised to learn that the Prince's ex- 
penditure has exceeded bis income. 
The excess, however, has been provid- 
ed from funds which legitmately be- 
long to tho Princo of Wales, and aro, 
in fact, his private property. During 
his minority the revenues derived from 
the Duchy of Cornwall, carefully ad- 
ministered under tho supervision of 
tho lato Prince Consort, were allowed 
to accumulate. Largo sums out of 
this fund wero laid out on the purchase of 
a pleasant, but not very profitable do- 
mon.se, and on making those alterations 
and improvements which are commonly 
incident to tho purchase of an estate. It 
must be remembered that tho Princo had 
at once to assume the mode of life cus- 
tomary with an English nobleman, while 
having to provide out of his own resour- 
ces tho whole apparatus with which in 
ordinary Enyli.sh countr.y gentleman 
rinds himself on starting in lifo provided 
by tho caro and at the cost of those who 
have represented tho family and the es- 
tate boforo him. Nevertheless, there 
still remains enough from tho Duchy of 
Cornwall accumulations to cover tho 
yearly deficit of tno Prince's establish- 
ment. Tho TruUees sell out stock to the 
amount required to pay the claims on the 
establishment, which is thus kept clear 
of debt, except in respect of such recent 
accounts as those wo havo already men- 
tioned. Prom £10.000 to jG20,000 has 
been annually required for this purpose. 
The Prince has thus hitherto relied on 
his own means; and though, no doubt, it 
is a misfortuuo to be living on capital, 
still this is a very different state of t lings 
from that which tho popular rumours re- 
present. A timo may come when this re- 
sourco will bo exhausted; but tho Prince 
has too proud a sense of his own posi- 
tion, and tlio relation in which ho Btands 
to Her Majesty and to tho country, to 
seek to oitnor a releaso from liabilities 
which he has incurred 011 his own res- 
ponsibility. Howover inseparable those 
many be from the duties he is called up 
on to perform. 

In placing buforo tlio piiblio the true 
state of tlio Prince's affairs, wo feel 'that 
it is best to rerrain from any further 
comment. Every ono will have the data 
for forming an opinion ami wo do not 
know that wo could add anything of im- 
portance. Tho country will learn with 
satisfaction that the rumours so long pre- 
valent havo no foundation and that tho 
heir to the throne ia oontont to draw on 
his own rosonroos. Tho public interest 
on tho subject has not boon altogether 
mere idlo curiosity, for political history 
records the vast sums w hich tho nation 
has boon called upon to pay for former 
sovereigns nnd princes of the blood. The 
day of such thoughtless profusion will 
never return, but even in tbo present atro 
the nation, we boliove, will always fool 
not only its pride but its interests involv- 
ed in tho maintenance of it* royal houso 
in a state of fitting splendour. 

Captuub oi' a. Slave Dhow. — Her Ma- 
jesty's ship Vulture, says the London 
"Times," Commander A. T. Brooke, 
was cruising off the northwest coast 
of Madagascar on the morning af tbo 
lltli of August, when a sail to the 
southwest wai reportod by the mast- 
head man, Chase was given, and 
nearly five hours afterwards the dhow- 
was come up with nnd boarded. It 
was full of slaves, 41 men, f>'J woman, 
and 137 children. Tho slaves were 
Buffering acutely from weakness and 
cramp, having bad to remain in one 
position for a long timo. Several of 
the children wero unnblo to straighten 
their legs for three or four days after 
they wero received on board. One 
woman was found buried up to her 
neck in damp sand at the bottom of 
tho slave dhow, under the lower slave 
deck. Tho owners of tho human car- 
go wero 35 armed Aiabs, and the cap- 
tain determined to take them to Zan- 
zibar and havo them summarily dealt 
with. The Vulture sailed for tho Sey- 
chelles after burning tho dhow <iud 
picking up four boats that had been 
sent away cruising a fow days previous- 
ly. The passage was made in ten 
days, nnd during that time 17 liberat- 
ed slaves.died of dysentery and extreme 
debility. This is tho largest capturo 
which has been made for a long time. 

The death of a scholar at St. Mary's 
School in the Marylebone district of 
London was causod the other day by 
ono of the teachers striking him on the 
bond with his list. The teacher first 
struck tho boy with a cane, and after 
some lime with his fist, knocking his 
head against the wall. The boy, who 
was only ton years of ago, was roon 
takon very ill, and died on tho follow- 
ing day.

Who Invented Sausages' 
not HEYWOOD. 

, A correspondent asks us this question": 
" Who was tho inventor of sausages?" 
Wo answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Cmsar claimed to bo the inventor, bnl 
historians and commontators havo uiu- 
versally scouted his claim. There ia no 
doubt in tho minds of tho host informed 
writers on tho subject but that tho Gor- 
mans were the inventors of tho sausage, 
and that Coisar in his wars against tha 
stubborn Gorman tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
On his return to Homo, uftor crossing tha 
Rubicon, ho tried to induoo tho inhabit- 
ants of tho Imperial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, but tho Romans wore rioh, 
thoy fod on luxuries garnered from the 
lands which thoy had conquered and' 
thej rejectod tho sausage. On tho morn- 
ing of the day of his death at the hand* 
of the conspirators, Caesar sadly informed 
his wifo that Imperial Rome was totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastenwd 
by its rejection of sousages. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact— ono quoted 
by tho great historian Simauides, and 
Gibbons, and Niobuhr— that no nation 
has been great as a military power, in 
modern times, which did not mako sau- 
sages ono of its prime nrticlos of diet. 
Tho recent wur between Germany ami 
Franco proves this. Seventy fivo years 
ago tho French wero iutenaoly fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europo. But, 
like tho Romans, they took to luxurons 
living, and tho downfall of la belle France 
followed. 

Tho Germans havo always been a war- 
like nation. They havo alfiays boen eat- 
ers of sausage. Tho greatest general of 
modem times, Moltko, dines upon saus- 
age three times a day. Ho says that no 
man who is not a lover of sausages can 
ever make a great general. Somo year* 
ago ho was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. He was eating nil 
usual meal of "wurst and pumpernickel," 
and asked tho young oflicer to join him. 
The offer was declined on tho ground that 
ho never could eat sausages. "Sir," said 
tho great general, looking at tho officer 
with flashing eyes, '-the man who cannot 
eat eausagos noed nover expect promo- 
tion from mo." Tho young officer at onea 
applied himself so assiduously to the cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in the 
late war he had risen to bo General Von 
Moltko's chief of staff. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to tho dismissal of a wooor of 
the General's daughter. She afterwarda 
married a manufacturer of sausages with 
her father's approbation, and sho is now 
tho happy mother of eight healthy sau- 
sago-eating ohilJren. Wero anyone to 
say in General ^Von Moltke's presenca 
that sausages wero mado out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence.
